WHEREAS,  Abusers  of  disabled  placards  cause  hardship  for  disabled  persons  with  valid 
placards  by  preventing  them  from  finding  accessible  parking,  and 

WHEREAS,  Abusers  of  disabled  placards  undermine  the  legitimate  needs  of  people  truly  in 
need  of  disabled  placards,  and 

WHEREAS,  placard  abusers  prevent  law-abiding  drivers  from  parking  legally  by  using  the 
placard  to  park  for  free  without  time  restrictions,  and 

WHEREAS,  There  are  23  million  registered  drivers  in  the  State  of  California  and  over  2.3 
million  of  them  have  disabled  placards;  between  1997  and  2007  there  was  a  131%  increase  in  the 
number  of  disabled  placards  issued  in  California  and  a  121%  increase  in  the  number  of  disabled 
placards  issued  and  registered  in  San  Francisco  with  only  a  17%  increase  in  the  number  of  cars 
registered  in  San  Francisco,  and 

WHEREAS,  There  have  been  1,234  improperly  used  placards  confiscated  in  San  Francisco 
between  September  2007  and  September  2008,  and 

WHEREAS,  disabled  parking  placards  are  issued  by  the  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  (DMV) 
with  no  local  input  or  oversight  and  with  broad  guidelines  for  medical  practitioners  who  authorize  the

WHEREAS,  AB  144  amends  the  California  Vehicle  Code  to  authorize  a  penalty  of  up  to 
$1,000  for  parking  in  a  blue  zone  without  a  valid  license  plate  or  placard  or  for  the  misuse  of  a  special 
license  plate  or  placard  and  increases  the  maximum  allowed  fine  for  parking  in  a  blue  zone  from  $500 
to  $1 ,000,  and  increases  the  maximum  allowed  fine  for  using  an  invalid  placard,  or  for  misuse  of  a 
valid  disabled  parking  license  plate  or  placard  from  $100  to  $1 ,000.  and 

WHEREAS,  AB  144,  once  in  effect  on  January  1,  2010,  will  allow  San  Francisco  Parking

WHEREAS,  The  Land  and  Structures  Master  Lease  enables  the  Authority  to  sublease 
portions  of  the  master  leased  area  for  interim  uses  and  generate  revenues  to  support  the 
interim  operation  of  Treasure  Island  and  the  future  redevelopment  of  the  former  Naval  Station 
Treasure  Island;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  initial  term  of  the  Land  and  Structures  Master  Lease  expired  on 
November  18,  1999,  and  the  Authority  and  the  Navy  have  entered  into  yearly  amendments  to 
extend  the  term;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  current  term  of  the  Land  and  Structures  Master  Lease  expires  on 
November  30,  2009;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  wishes  to  extend  the  term  of  the  Land  and  Structures 
Master  Lease  for  a  term  beginning  on  December  1,  2009  and  ending  on  November  30,  2010, 
unless  sooner  terminated  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Land  and 
Structures  Master  Lease;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Navy  concurs  with  such  extension  and  the  extension  has  been 
approved  by  the  Authonty  Board  of  Directors  at  its  September  9,  2009  meeting,  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority's  Bylav^s  require  that  the  Authority  obtain  Board  of 
Supervisors  approval  of  any  agreements  having  a  term  in  excess  of  ten  (10)  years  or

Resolution  approving  the  lease  purchase  financing  for  the  acquisition  of  advanced 
meter  infrastructure  equipment  for  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission; 
approving  the  form  of  a  lease  purchase  financing  agreement  between  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  and  a  lender  to  be  named  therein,  authorizing  the  selection  of 
such  lender,  and  ratifying  previous  actions  taken  in  connection  therewith. 

WHEREAS,  The  General  Manager  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission 
(the  "Commission")  desires  to  acquire  Advanced  Meter  Infrastructure  Equipment  (the 
"Equipment")  in  order  to  more  accurately  and  more  efficiently  measure  and  analyze  water, 
electricity  or  natural  gas  usage;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  June  10,  2008,  the  Commission  sent  out  a  request  for  proposals 
("RFP")  for  CS-936,  Advanced  Meter  Infrastructure  Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Commission  determined,  based  upon  response  to  the  RFP,  to  initiate 
negotiations  with  VSI  Meter  Services  Inc.  as  the  preferred  provider  for  the  Equipment,  and 
has  determined  to  obtain  lease  purchase  financing  for  the  Equipment  through  the  financial 
marketplace  program  ("GS  $Mart")  of  the  State  of  California's  Department  of  General 
Services,  which  enables  local  governments  to  efficiently  finance  essential  items  of  equipment 
and  other  goods;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Commission  shall  be  obligated  to  make  such  lease  payments  solely 
from  revenues  of  its  Water  Enterprise,  such  payments  to  be  made  on  a  subordinate  basis  to 
any  outstanding  revenue  bonds  of  the  Water  Enterprise;  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  connection  with  the  lease  purchase  financing,  the  City,  through  the 
Commission,  shall  enter  into  a  lease  purchase  financing  agreement  and  certain  other  related 
documents;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  reasonably  expects  to  reimburse  certain  capital  expenditures 
incurred  prior  to  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Agreement  with  proceeds  derived  from  the 
financing  and  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  to  reimburse  certain  expenditures  for  capital 
equipment  from  future  financing  proceeds  for  purposes  of  complying  with  certain  provisions  of 
the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150.2  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  requires  that  the  SFPUC 
declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures  for  the  Equipment  with 
proceeds  of  the  borrowing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  has  duly  considered  such  transaction  and  wishes  at  this  time 
to  approve  said  transaction  in  the  public  interests  of  the  City;  now,  therefore,  bo  it 

RESOLVED,  BY  THIS  BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS  OF  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF 
SAN  FRANCISCO  AS  FOLLOWS: 

Section  1 .  Recitals.  This  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  finds  and  declares  the  above 
recitals  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Approval  of  a  Lease  Purchase  Financing.  The  Board  hereby  approves 
the  acquisition  of  the  Equipment  by  the  Commission  through  lease  purchase  financing.  The 
General  Manager  of  the  Commission  or  his  designee  is  hereby  authorized  to  select,  or  cause 
to  be  selected,  a  lender  to  serve  as  a  lender  under  a  lease  purchase  financing  agreement  (the 
"Lender");  provided  however  that  the  (i)  aggregate  principal  amount  of  such  lease  shall  not  be 
greater  than  $62,000,000,  inclusive  of  costs  of  issuance,  (ii)  the  term  of  the  lease  shall  not 
exceed  20  years,  and  (iii)  the  interest  rate  for  the  lease  purchase  financing  shall  not  exceed 
twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum. 
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Section  3.  Approval  of  the  Lease  Purchase  Financing  Agreement.  The  form  of  the 
lease  purchase  financing  agreement  (the  "Agreement")  between  the  City,  through  the 
Commission,  and  the  Lender,  providing  for  the  financing  of  the  Eguipment,  as  presented  to 
this  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  in  File  No.  091095  is 
hereby  approved.  The  General  Manager  of  the  Commission  or  his  designee  is  hereby 
authorized  to  execute  the  Agreement,  with  such  changes,  additions,  and  modifications,  as  the 
General  Manager  of  the  Commission  or  his  designee,  upon  consultation  with  the  City 
Attorney,  deems  necessary  or  desirable  in  the  interest  of  the  City,  and  which  changes  do  not 
materially  increase  the  obligations  of  the  City.  The  approval  of  the  General  Manager  or  his 
designee  of  such  modifications,  changes  or  additions  shall  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the 
execution  and  delivery  by  the  General  Manager  or  his  designee  of  the  Agreement. 

Section  4.  Approval  of  Reimbursement.  Pursuant  to  Treasury  Regulation  Section 
1.150-2,  the  SFPUC  hereby  declares  its  intent  to  reimburse  itself,  from  financing  proceeds,  for 
capital  expenditures  on  the  Project  paid  within  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this 
resolution  and  other  expenditures  permitted  to  be  reimbursed  pursuant  to  Treasury  Regulation 
Section  1.150-2.  Any  reimbursement  allocation  of  financing  proceeds  to  be  made  with 
respect  to  expenditures  incurred  prior  to  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Agreement 
(excluding  certain  de  minimis  expenditures  and  preliminary  expenditures  in  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  twenty  percent  (20%)  of  the  issue  price  of  the  Agreement)  will  occur  not  later  than 
eighteen  (18)  months  after  the  later  of  (i)  the  date  on  which  the  expenditure  is  paid,  or  (ii)  the 
date  on  which  the  facilities  are  placed  in  service,  but  in  no  event  more  than  three  (3)  years 
after  the  expenditure  is  paid.  Further,  any  reimbursable  cost  will  be  of  a  type  properly 
chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under  general  federal  income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  Alternative  Authority.  Notwithstanding  anything  herein  to  the  contrary,  the 
General  Manager  or  his  designee  is  hereby  authorized  to  seek  alternative  financing  for  the 
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Equipment,  including  for  example  commercial  paper  or  the  issuance  of  water  revenue  bonds  if 
the  use  of  such  instrument  is  financially  advantageous  to  the  SFPUC,  subject  in  all  respects  to 
the  limitations  contained  in  Section  2  of  this  Resolution  and  the  Charter. 

Section  6.  General  Authority.  The  General  Manager  of  the  Commission  or  his 
designee,  the  Controller,  the  City  Attorney,  and  other  officers  of  the  City  and  their  duly 
authorized  deputies  and  agents  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to 
take  such  actions  and  to  execute  and  deliver  such  certificates,  agreements,  requests  or  other 
documents  as  they  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable,  to  facilitate  the  purchase  of  the 
Equipment,  to  enter  into  the  Agreement  and  otherwise  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
Resolution.

WHEREAS,  Over  10,000  lives  are  lost  each  year  to  alcohol  abuse,  meaning  one 
person  dies  ev/e/y /7otyr  due  to  alcohol  consumption  in  California;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  total  number  of  incidents  of  harm  related  to  alcohol  abuse  is  over 
920,000,  meaning  there  are  ^00  incidents  every  hour,  and 

WHEREAS,  26  percent  of  all  traffic  collisions  are  caused  by  alcohol  abuse,  which  are 
responsible  for  an  estimated  1,144  deaths;  and 

WHEREAS,  Alcohol  abuse  is  a  cause  of  hospital  emergency  room  and  trauma  care 
treatment,  and  greatly  contributes  to  the  need  for  transportation  costs  such  as  ambulance 
costs,  and 

WHEREAS,  Effective  prevention  and  treatment  sen/ices  for  youth  increase  school 
attendance  and  academic  performance,  and 
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WHEREAS,  There  are  significant  benefits  of  alcohol  treatment  and  recovery  programs 
and  they  are  effective;  and  people  v\/ho  complete  treatment  find  employment  and  pay  taxes, 
no  longer  suffer  from  alcohol  problems,  and  become  productive  members  of  their

WHEREAS,  State,  county  and  municipal  regulatory  and  service  programs  are 
necessary  to  mitigate  the  adverse  effects  of  alcohol  abuse,  and 

WHEREAS,  Through  AB1019  the  California  Legislature  and  Governor  may  impose  a 
regulatory  fee  within  the  guidelines  and  limitations  approved  by  the  Supreme  Court  of 
California  in  Sinclair  Paint  Co.  v.  State  Bd.  of  Equalization  (1997)  15  Cal.4th  866,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  statutory  definitions  of  alcohol  in  beer,  wine,  and  distilled  spirits 
categories  have  been  used  consistently  in  police  power  regulations  of  the  state,  and  therefore 
are  a  rational  basis  for  mitigation  fee  assessment,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Police  Department,  the  San  Francisco  Fire

Resolution  urging  the  United  States  federal  government  to  end  the  U.S.  military 
occupation  of  Afghanistan  while  providing  humanitarian  aid  to  support  the  recovery  of 
the  country  from  the  effects  of  war. 

WHEREAS,  The  U.S.  Congress  passed  a  joint  resolution  authorizing  the  use  of  military 
force  against  terrorists  on  Sept.  18,  2001;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  Sept.  21 ,  2001 ,  former  President  George  W.  Bush  addressed  a  joint 
session  of  the  U.S.  Congress  indicting  al  Qaeda  and  the  Taliban  in  Afghanistan  for  the 
terrorist  attacks  on  Sept.  1 1 ,  2001 ;  and, 

WHEREAS,  October  7,  2009  marks  the  eight  year  anniversary  of  the  start  of  U.S. 
military  involvement  in  Afghanistan  by  the  Bush  administration.  The  U.S.  war,  dubbed 
Operation  Enduring  Freedom  (OEF)  by  the  Bush  administration  began  when  American  and 
British  forces  launched  an  aerial  bombing  campaign  against  Taliban,  and  training  camps  in 
Afghanistan;  launching  the  so  called  "Global  War  on  Terror";  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  National  Priorities  Project  reports  $228  billion  dollars  have  been 
committed  to  the  war  in  Afghanistan;  and  that  the  cost  to  San  Francisco  taxpayers  is  $770 
million  dollars;  funding  which  could've  paid  for  13,758  safety  officers,  healthcare  for  316,961 
people,  or  1 1 ,061  elementary  school  teachers  for  one  year;  and, 

WHEREAS,  According  to  a  CNN  count,  849  U.S.  service  men  and  women  and  569 
service  men  and  women  from  NATO  ally  countries  have  been  killed  while  serving  in 
Afghanistan,  and  according  to  the  Pentagon  at  least  4,139  U.S.  personnel  have  been 
wounded;  and, 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  United  Nations  Assistance  Mission  in  Afghanistan,  over 
1,000  Afghan  civilians  have  been  killed  in  2009  alone,  up  24%  from  2008;  with  death  rates 
GOVERNMENT 
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expected  to  continue  to  rise;  and  estimates  of  direct  civilian  causalities  since  2001  are  in 
thousands,  with  estimates  of  indirect  deaths  as  a  result  of  disease,  hunger,  displacement  and 
exposure  in  the  tens  of  thousands;  and, 

WHEREAS,  According  to  a  Cost  of  War  report,  there  are  an  estimated  2.7  million 
Afghan  refugees  living  in  Pakistan  and  Iran,  and  according  to  Campaign  for  Innocent  Victims 
in  Conflict,  there  are  approximately  45,000  internally  displaced  peoples  within  the  country, 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  war  in  Afghanistan  dehumanizes  the  Afghan  people  and  denies  them 
their  human  right  to  self-determination;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Afghan  people  increasingly  perceive  U.S.  and  ally  forces  as  foreign 
invaders,  according  to  a  N.Y.  Times  report  in  September  2009,  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  September  22,  2009  the  top  U.S.  Commander,  General  McChrystal 
recommended  sending  40,000  more  troops  to  Afghanistan  by  the  end  of  the  year;  and, 

WHEREAS,  According  to  a  September  24'"  article  in  the  Nev^  Yorker,  the  legitimacy  of 
the  Karzai  government  is  in  question  after  election  officials  and  observers  reported 
widespread  fraud  during  the  September  ballot  casting;  and, 

WHEREAS,  According  to  a  2008  RAND  Corporation  study,  there  is  no  battlefield 
solution  to  terrorism,  while  a  recent  Wall  St.  Journal  article  reports  that  as  al  Qaeda's 
presence  in  Afghanistan  is  shrinking,  the  military  is  instead  becoming  enmeshed  in  fighting 
the  Taliban,  and  other  forces  resisting  occupation,  and  furthermore  there  is  widespread 
acknowledgement  that  the  "Global  War  on  Terror"  has  failed  to  capture  Osama  Bin  Laden; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Afghanistan  War  is  increasing  compared  to  the  U.S.  quagmire  in 
Vietnam,  now  ongoing  for  8  years,  the  second  longest  v^ar  v^aged  by  the  U.S.  after  Vietnam 
and.

Resolution  adopting  finding  that  the  retention  and  expansion  of  the  San  Francisco 
Wholesale  Produce  Market  are  fiscally  feasible  pursuant  to  Administrative  Code 
Chapter  29. 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  29  of  the  Administrative  Code  requires  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
to  determine  whether  certain  projects  proposed  by  a  City  department  or  other  entity  are 
fiscally  feasible  and  responsible  prior  to  initiating  environmental  review  under  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Market  Corporation  (CCSFMC),  a 
non-profit  entity  having  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  ("the  City")  as  its  sole 
shareholder,  is  the  Project  Sponsor  of  the  retention  and  proposed  expansion  of  the  San 
Francisco  Wholesale  Produce  Market  (SFWPM);  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  SFWPM  is  an  assemblage  of  dedicated  produce  and  food 
professionals,  co-located  at  one  distribution  center  along  Jerrold  Avenue  near  Highway  280,  is 
the  largest  facility  dedicated  to  a  wholesale  marketplace  in  Northern  California,  is  responsible 
for  the  employment  of  over  600  people  in  the  Production,  Distribution  and  Repair  (PDR) 
industries,  and  is  committed  to  being  the  Bay  Area's  leading  source  of  produce;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  SFWPM  currently  occupies  over  250,000  square  feet  of  City-owned 
warehouse  and  industrial  space  under  the  terms  and  conditions  of  a  50  year  master  lease 
between  the  City  (as  Landlord)  and  CCSFMC  (as  Tenant),  set  to  expire  on  January  31,  2013; 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  and  CCSFMC  desire  to  enter  into  a  new  long-term,  mutually- 
beneficial  relationsliip  upon  expiration  of  the  current  lease,  and  to  retain  and  make 
improvements  to  the  SFWPM's  facility,  furthering  the  SFWPM's  essential  future  role  in  the

WHEREAS,  The  CCSFMC  has  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  report  on  the 
proposed  Project  ("the  SFWPM  Fiscal  Responsibility  and  Feasibility  Report"  or  "Report") 
containing  the  information  required  by  Administrative  Code  Section  29.3,  which  Report  is  on

Court  on  the  findings  and  recommendations  contained  in  Civil  Grand  Jury  Reports;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  accordance  with  Penal  Code  Section  933.05(c),  if  a  finding  or 
recommendation  of  the  Civil  Grand  Jury  addresses  budgetary  or  personnel  matters  of  a

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  8  states:  "The  City  has  an  interest  in  preventing  the  blight  that 
results  from  disuse  of  SFUSD  properties.  The  City  also  has  an  interest  in  encouraging  the 
productive  use  of  real  property  within  City  and  County  limits.  The  City  has,  on  more  than  one 
occasion,  provided  for  SFUSD  'Rainy  Day'  or  'Bail  Out'  funds  and  annually  provides  through

Resolution  Celebrating  the  Cliff  House  on  its  Centennial  of  the  1909  building. 

WHEREAS,  The  Cliff  House  was  first  built  in  1863  by  Senator  John  Buckley  and  C.C. 
Butler;  and 

WHEREAS,  People  are  drawn  from  all  over  the  world  to  visit  this  exceptional  restaurant 
and  its  spectacular  views;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Cliff  House  was  renovated  in  1868  and  became  known  as  the  meeting 
place  for  local  politicians  as  well  as  a  popular  destination  for  less  than  savory  citizens  from 
across  the  Barbary  Coast;  and 

WHEREAS,  Local  philanthropist  Adolph  Sutro  purchased  the  Cliff  House  in  1883  and 
directed  his  management  to  eliminate  scandalous  behavior  and  bring  back  local  families;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Cliff  House  was  damaged  when  an  abandoned  schooner  loaded  with 
dynamite  crashed  into  the  rocks  below  the  Cliff  House  in  1887,  and  a  chimney  fire  engulfed 
the  property  on  Christmas  day  in  1894;  and 

WHEREAS,  Sutro  then  spent  $75,000  to  fashion  the  Cliff  House  into  a  French  Chateau 
style;  and 

WHEREAS,  Visited  by  two  U.S  presidents,  William  McKinley  and  Teddy  Roosevelt, 
and  many  other  fampus  citizens  from  around  the  globe,  Sutro's  aspiration  to  share  the 
splendor  of  the  Cliff  House  gathered  crowds  and  remained  a  local  favorite  for  many  San 
Franciscans;  and 
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WHEREAS,  After  the  death  of  Adolph  Sutro  in  1 898,  his  stunning  Cliff  House  was 
leased  to  John  Tait  of  Tait's  at  the  Beach,  who  put  in  extensive  remodeling  for  its  opening 
day;  and 

WHEREAS,  After  surviving  the  1906  earthquake,  this  architectural  beauty  succumbed 
to  a  fire  in  1907  where  it  burned  down  to  its  base;  and 

WHEREAS,  Adolph  Sutro's  daughter,  Dr.  Emma  Merrit,  joined  with  John  Tait  to  rebuild 
the  Cliff  House  estate  after  the  fire;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  traditional  and  modest  Cliff  House  reopened  in  1909  designed  into  a 
neoclassical  style  in  which  100  years  later  still  stands  today;  and 

WHEREAS,  After  decades  of  being  shut  down,  renovated,  leased  and  owned  by 
several  investors,  the  Cliff  House  was  acquired  by  Golden  Gate  National  Recreation  Area  in 
1977;  and 

WHEREAS,  Dan  and  Mary  Hountalas,  the  35  year  long  proprietors  of  the  Cliff  House, 
joined  with  the  National  Parks  Service  to  renovate  the  property  to  its  original  1909 
neoclassical  design  and  build  a  new  wing  housing  Sutro's  restaurant  and  looking  over  Sutro 
Baths;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Cliff  House  continues  to  serve  San  Francisco  residents  as  well  as 
citizens  from  all  the  over  the  world  who  visit  for  its  rich  history,  elegant  atmosphere, 
magnificent  food,  and  charming  views  of  the  Pacific  Ocean;  now,  therefore,  be  it

(4)  No  person 
under  the  age  of  twenty-one  (21  years  of  age)  shall  sell,  furnish,  or  deliver  alcoholic 
beverages.  (5)  Betvyeen  the  hours  of  9:00  p.m.  and  to  until  one  half  hour  past  closing 
the  petitioner(s)  shall  provide  security  personnel  who  shall  maintain  order  therein  and 
prevent  any  activity  which  would  interfere  with  the  quiet  enjoyment  of  their  property  by 
nearby  residents.  Said  personnel  shall  be  clothed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  readily 
identifiable  as  security.  (6)  Petitioner  shall  not  make  structural  changes  in  the  premises 
interior  without  prior  written  approval  from  the  Department.  (7)  The  licensee 
acknowledges  that  at  all  times  that  the  premises  is  open  to  the  public  that  the  licensee 
is  solely  responsible  for  the  operation  and  conduct  of  this  business.  (8)  At  no  time  shall 
the  licensee  allow  a  third  party  promoter  to  have  any  control  over  the  marketing, 
management,  operation,  or  staffing  of  this  business.  (9)  The  applicant  corporation  shall 
report  to  the  Department  in  writing  any  changes  in  directors,  managing  officers,  and/or 
the  issuance  or  transfer  of  shares  of  stock  which  results  in  a  person  or  entity  not 
previously  approved  owning  10%  or  more  of  its  stock.  This  report  shall  be  made  within 
30  days  of  issuance,  transfer,  or  change.  (10)  The  interior  lighting  maintained  therein 
shall  be  sufficient  to  make  easily  discernible  the  appearance  and  conduct  of  all  persons 
and  patrons  in  that  portion  of  the  premises  where  alcoholic  beverages  are  sold,  served, 
delivered  or  consumed.  (11)  The  exterior  of  the  premises  shall  be  equipped  v^ith 
lighting  of  sufficient  power  to  illuminate  and  make  easily  discernible  the  appearance  and 
conduct  of  ail  persons  on  or  about  the  premises.  Additionally,  the  position  of  such 
lighting  shall  not  disturb  the  normal  privacy  and  use  of  any  neighboring  residences.  (12) 
The  licensee  shall  maintain  a  digital  data  imaging  system  with  surveillance  of  the  intenor 
and  exterior  of  all  entrance  and  exit  points.  Said  data  shall  be  maintained  for  a  period  of 
no  less  than  30  days  and  made  available  to  law  enforcement  upon  request.  (13) 
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Loitering  (loitering  is  defined  as,  "to  stand  idly  about;  linger  aimlessly  without  lawful 
business")  is  prohibited  on  any  sidewalk  or  property  adjacent  to  the  licensed  premises 
under  the  control  of  the  licensee.  (14)  The  petitioner(s)  shall  be  responsible  for 
maintaining  free  of  litter  the  area  adjacent  to  the  premises  over  which  they  have  control. 
(15)  Graffiti  shall  be  removed  from  the  premises  and  all  parking  lots  under  the  control  of 
the  licensee  within  72  hours  of  application.  If  the  graffiti  occurs  on  a  Friday  or  weekend 
day,  or  on  a  holiday,  the  licensee  shall  remove  the  graffiti  within  72  hours  following  the 
beginning  of  the  next  weekday.

Resolution  of  intention  to  establish  special  tax  district  to  finance  enersv  efficiency  and 
renewable  ener^jy  capital  improvements  to  residential,  commercial  industrial,  or  other  property;  to 
establish  boundaries  of  the  Special  fax  District;  to  specify  the  rate  or  rates  of  Special  Tax  applicable 
to  a  parcel  or  parcels  in  the  Special  Tax  District;  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  up  to  $150,000,000  of 
Special  Tax  Bonds  to  finance  the  capital  improvements;  to  call  a  public  hearing  on  the  establishment 
of  the  Special  Tax  District  and  provide  for  the  publication  of  notice  thereof;  and  other  matters 
relating  thereto. 


WHEREAS,  Under  Chapter  43,  Article  X  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  (the 
"Code"),  which  Code  incorporates  by  reference  the  Mello-Roos  Community  Facilities  Act  of 
1982,  as  amended  (the  "Act"),  this  Board  of  Supervisors  is  authorized  to  establish  a  special 
tax  district  and  to  act  as  the  legislative  body  for  such  special  tax  district;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  connection  with , adoption  of  the  Code,  this  Board  of  Supervisors  made, 
based  on  the  record  before  it,  certain  findings,  determinations  and  declarations  which  are 
hereby  incorporated  herein  by  this  reference,  including  that: 

A.  Global  warming  and  persistent  droughts  pose  a  serious  threat  to  the  economic  well- 
being,  public  health,  natural  resources,  and  the  environment  of  the  City,  and  that  action  taken 
by  the  City  to  reduce  emissions  of  greenhouse  gases  will  have  far  reaching  effects  by 
encouraging  its  citizens  and  other  cities  and  counties  and  the  State  of  California,  among 
others,  to  pursue  similar  actions. 

B.  A  public  purpose  will  be  served  by  using  special  tax  districts  to  finance  the 
installation  of  energy  efficiency  and  renewable  energy  capital  improvements  to  residential, 
commercial,  industrial,  or  other  property. 
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C.  Growing  population,  climate  change,  and  the  need  to  protect  and  grow  the  City's 
economy  while  protecting  and  restoring  fish  and  wildlife  habitats  makes  it  essential  that  the 
City  and  County  manage  its  water  resources  as  efficiently  as  possible. 

D.  Article  X,  Section  2  of  the  California  Constitution  declares:  "It  is  hereby  declared 
that  because  of  the  conditions  prevailing  in  this  State  the  general  welfare  requires  that  the 
water  resources  of  the  State  be  put  to  beneficial  use  to  the  fullest  extent  of  which  they  are 
capable,  and  that  the  waste  or  unreasonable  use  or  unreasonable  method  of  use  of  water  be 
prevented,  and  that  the  conservation  of  such  waters  is  to  be  exercised  with  a  view  to  the 
reasonable  and  beneficial  use  thereof  in  the  interest  of  the  people  and  for  the  public  welfare." 

E.  This  Board  of  Supervisors  has  passed  Ordinance  Nos.  76-09  and  77-09  to  adopt 
new  rules  for  the  installation  and/or  retrofitting  of  privately-owned  water  conservation  devices 
to  better  "allow  San  Francisco's  economy  and  population  to  prosper  without  placing  additional 
demands  on  this  valuable  resource." 

F.  Reduced  water  use  through  conservation  provides  significant  energy  and 
environmental  benefits,  and  can  help  protect  water  quality,  improve  streamflows,  and  reduce 
greenhouse  gas  emissions. 

G.  The  City  continues  to  pursue  the  improved  operation  of  its  stormwater  and 
wastewater  management  systems  to  better  safeguard  bodies  of  water  within  and  in  proximity 
to  the  City. 

H.  Although  many  of  these  potential  improvements  to  the  City's  stormwater  and 
wastewater  management  systems  focus  on  public  infrastructure,  there  are  also  improvements 
to  privately-owned  property  that  would  assist  in  the  efficient  and  effective  operation  of  the 
City's  water  treatment  and  management  systems. 

I.  There  are  many  water  conservation  practices  that  produce  significant  energy  and 
other  resource  savings  that  should  be  encouraged  as  a  matter  of  state  policy,  and  the  Board

[Approval  of  Surface  Mining  Permit  30  Sunol  Valley  Quarry  Lease] 

Resolution  authorizing  the  General  Manager  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  enter 
into  a  quarry  lease  for  a  308.5  acre  parcel  located  in  unincorporated  Alameda  County  in 
the  Sunol  Valley  with  Oliver  de  Silva,  Inc.,  as  tenant,  through  June  1,  2021,  pursuant  to 
San  Francisco  Charter  Section  9.118,  with  rights  to  extend  the  term  for  two  years  to 
complete  reclamation  and  with  potential  expansion  and  extension  rights  subject  to 
further  environmental  review  and  regulatory  approvals. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  owns  watershed 
property  in  the  Sunol  Valley  in  unincorporated  Alameda  County  that  is  held  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  ("SFPUC"),  portions  of  which  are 
leased  to  private  operators  for  sand  and  gravel  quarrying  operations;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Sunol  Valley  watershed  lands  include  a  308.5  acre  parcel  (the  "Sunol 
Valley  Site")  which  has  been  mined  since  the  1960s  and  currently  is  being  mined  pursuant  to 
an  existing  month-to-month  tenancy  under  Surface  Mining  Permit  number  30  ("Surface  Mining 
Permit  30")  issued  by  Alameda  County  after  completion  of  environmental  review  and  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  State  Surface  Mining  and  Reclamation  Act  (Public 
Resources  Code  section  2710)  and  the  Alameda  County  Surface  Mining  Ordinance  (Alameda 
County  General  Code  Chapter  6.80);  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  its  current  terms,  Surface  Mining  Permit  30  is  in  effect  until 
June  1,  2021,  or  upon  completion  of  reclamation,  whichever  occurs  first;  and

WHEREAS,  The  preferred  alternative  for  the  Sunol  Valley  Resources  Management 
Element  of  the  Watershed  Management  Plan  called  for  expanded  mining  at  the  Sunol  Valley 
Site  in  furtherance  of  reclaiming  the  site  upon  completion  of  mining  and  developing  it  as  a 
water  storage  asset;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  December  2005  the  SFPUC  issued  a  Request  For  Proposals  (the 
"RFP")  for  the  lease  and  operation  of  the  Sunol  Valley  Site  and  an  exclusive  right  to  negotiate 
for  future  mining  expansion  as  set  forth  under  the  preferred  alternative  of  the  Sunol  Valley 
Resources  Management  Element  of  the  Watershed  Management  Plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  March  22,  2007,  a  RFP  Review  Panel  comprised  of  staff  from  the 
SFPUC,  San  Francisco  Department  of  Real  Estate,  and  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  selected 
Oliver  de  Silva,  Inc.  ("Tenant")  as  the  highest  ranked  respondent  to  the  RFP;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  May  8,  2007,  the  SFPUC  adopted  its  Resolution  No.  07-0082, 
authorizing  the  General  Manager  of  the  SFPUC  (the  "General  Manager")  to  enter  into 
negotiations  with  Tenant  for  a  lease  of  the  Sunol  Valley  Site;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  and  Tenant  have  negotiated  the  terms  of  the  proposed  lease 
(the  "Lease");  and 

WHEREAS,  On  June  9,  2009,  the  SFPUC,  by  its  Resolution  No.  09-0095  (the  "SFPUC 
Resolution"),  approved  the  Lease  and  authorized  the  General  Manager  to  submit  the  Lease 
for  consideration  by  the  Board  of  Supeo/isors  under  Charter  Section  9. 11 8;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Lease  provides  that  upon  its  effective  date  Tenant  shall  promptly 
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apply  to  Alameda  County  for,  and  diligently  pursue,  the  transfer  of  the  existing  Surface  Mining 
Permit  30  from  the  existing  operator  to  Tenant,  with  no  change  proposed  in  the  existing  permit 
or  the  activities  authorized  thereunder  in  connection  with  the  transfer;  and 

WHEREAS,  Upon  the  transfer  of  Surface  Mining  Permit  30,  Tenant  shall  have  the  right 
to  harvest  sand  and  gravel  from  the  Sunol  Valley  Site  to  the  140-foot  depth  permitted  under 
such  permit,  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  such  permit,  through  the  permit's  current 
expiration  date  of  June  1 ,  2021 ,  or  the  date  the  Sunol  Valley  Site  is  finally  reclaimed, 
whichever  comes  first;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  set  forth  in  a  letter  from  the  SFPUC  Bureau  of  Environmental 
Management,  dated  June  1,  2009  (the  "BEM  Letter"),  no  change  is  proposed  to  Surface 
Mining  Permit  30  as  reviewed  and  approved  by  Alameda  County  and,  therefore,  unless  and 
until  any  expansion  of  the  mining  operation  as  contemplated  under  the  Lease  is  approved  by 
Alameda  County  and  the  City,  there  would  be  no  change  to  the  activities  being  undertaken  at 
the  property  which  would  require  environmental  review  prior  to  approval  of  the  Lease;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Lease  provides  that  within  six  months  Tenant  shall  submit  an 
application  to  Alameda  County  for  an  amendment  to  Surface  Mining  Permit  30  to  allow  for 
expansion  of  mining  at  the  Sunol  Valley  Site  as  identified  in  the  RFP,  which  includes  the 
incorporation  of  an  adjacent  58  acre  site  owned  by  the  City,  consistent  with  the  preferred 
alternative  set  forth  in  the  Sunol  Valley  Resources  Management  Element  of  the  Watershed 
Management  Plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  revision  of  Surface  Mining  Permit  30  shall  be  subject  to  all 
required  regulatory  and  environmental  review,  and  the  City  retains  discretion  to  participate  in 
the  process  as  a  responsible  agency  and  to  approve  any  proposed  extensions  or  revisions  to 
Surface  Mining  Permit  30  (the  "City's  Retained  Discretion"),  all  as  more  fully  described  in  the 
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Lease  and  the  staff  report  prepared  in  connection  with  this  transaction  (the  "Staff  Report"); 
and 

WHEREAS,  If  such  initial  proposed  revision  of  Surface  Mining  Permit  30  is  approved 
consistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  Lease,  then  the  Lease  term  would  be  extended  through 
the  expiration  of  the  newly  revised  Surface  Mining  Permit  30,  which  is  anticipated  to  include  a 
term  of  thirty  years  from  the  date  such  revision  is  approved;  and 

WHEREAS,  Tenant  also  holds  a  lease  on  certain  ridgeline  property  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Sunol  Valley  Site  (the  "Apperson  Ridge  Site")  that  is  not  owned  by  SFPUC  but  is  the  subject 
of  Surface  Mining  Permit  number  17  issued  by  Alameda  County  ("Surface  Mining  Permit  17"); 
and 

WHEREAS,  Surface  Mining  Permit  17  currently  authorizes  the  construction  and 
operation  of  sand  and  gravel  processing  facilities,  including  primary  and  secondary  crushing 
plants,  an  asphalt  plant,  a  concrete  batch  plant  and  associated  industrial  facilities  at  the 
Apperson  Ridge  Site  as  well  as  an  access  road  between  Calaveras  Road  and  the  Apperson 
Ridge  Site  to  be  used  by  trucks  bringing  materials  to  and  from  the  Apperson  Ridge  Site;  and 

WHEREAS,  Tenant  has  not  yet  commenced  operations  at  the  Apperson  Ridge  Site;

WHEREAS,  Tenant's  response  to  the  RFP  included  a  proposal  to  pursue  authorization 
for  and  construct  a  conveyor  system  to  allow  materials  from  the  Apperson  Ridge  Site  to  be 
transported  to  the  Sunol  Valley  Site  for  further  stockpiling,  processing  and  sale;  and 

WHEREAS,  Such  proposal  is  likely  to  have  significant  environmental  benefits  as 
compared  to  the  existing  terms  of  the  Surface  Mining  Permit  17,  including  the  relocation  of 
much  of  the  currently  authorized  industrial  activity  from  the  SFPUC's  San  Antonio  Reservoir 
watershed  to  the  Sunol  Valley  Site,  which  is  likely  to  reduce  the  negative  effects  that  such 
activities  would  have  on  water  quality  in  the  SFPUC  water  system;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Lease  has  been  negotiated  to  incorporate  possible  future 
implementation  of  the  conveyor  proposal  following  completion  of  required  environmental 
review  and  approval  and  procurement  of  all  required  permits,  provided  that  City  and  Tenant 
enter  into  a  Lease  amendment  and  other  agreements  governing  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
the  installation  and  operation  of  the  conveyor  system  and  the  stockpiling  and  processing  of 
material  on  the  Sunol  Valley  Site  or  adjacent  City  lands  (collectively,  the  "Conveyor  and 
Processing  Agreements");  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Lease,  within  one  year  of  the  effective  date  of  the  initial  revision 
to  Surface  Mining  Permit  30  to  expand  mining  at  the  Sunol  Valley  Site,  Tenant  shall  apply  for 
revisions  to  Surface  Mining  Permit  17  and  Surface  Mining  Permit  30  that  would,  if  approved

Valley  Site  materials  at  15%  of  the  revenues  realized  from  the  sale  of  such  matenals,  and  the 
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processing  royalty  to  be  paid  to  the  SFPUC  for  Apperson  Ridge  Site  materials  processed  at 
the  Sunol  Valley  Site  at  10.5%  of  the  revenues  realized  from  the  sale  of  such  materials;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Lease  sets  base  rents  that  are  to  be  paid  by  Tenant  irrespective  of  the 
royalty  amounts  generated  from  operations,  which  base  rents  are  subject  to  increase  and 
reduction  based  on  royalty  performance  over  time,  all  as  more  fully  set  forth  in  the  Lease  and 
the  Staff  Report;  and 

WHEREAS,  Tenant  has  pursued  negotiations  with  interested  environmental  groups 
regarding  the  most  appropriate  manner  for  Tenant  to  pursue  expanded  mining  at  the  Sunol 
Valley  Site  and  to  establish  mining  operations  at  the  Apperson  Ridge  Site;  and 

WHEREAS,  Such  negotiations  resulted  in  Tenant's  agreement  with  the  Alameda  Creek 
Alliance  and  the  Center  for  Biological  Diversity  regarding  two  conservation  plans,  one  with 
respect  to  the  Sunol  Valley  Site  and  the  other  with  respect  to  the  Apperson  Ridge  Site 
(together,  the  "Consenyation  Plans");  and 

WHEREAS,  While  the  City  is  not  a  party  to  the  Conservation  Plans,  SFPUC  staff  has 
worked  with  Tenant  and  the  other  signatories  to  understand  the  relationship  between  the 
activities  called  for  under  the  Conservation  Plans  and  other  environmental  measures  planned 
by  the  SFPUC  in  connection  with  the  Lease  and  other  SFPUC  water  system  projects  in  the 
vicinity;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  provided  in  the  Lease,  there  will  be  further  opportunity  to  discuss 
environmental  impacts,  mitigation  measures,  stakeholder  compensation  and  conservation 
programming  through  the  environmental  and  regulatory  review  processes  with  respect  to  the 
expanded  mining  activities  described  above  and  these  decisions  would  require  SFPUC  and 
Board  of  Supervisors  approval;  and 
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WHEREAS,  SFPUC  staff  and  Tenant  have  engaged  Sunol  Valley  stakeholders  in 
ongoing  discussions  regarding  the  appropriate  manner  in  which  to  proceed  with  the  activities 
contemplated  under  the  Lease;  and 

WHEREAS,  Based  on  the  information  provided  by  SFPUC  staff,  Tenant  and  other 
stakeholder  groups  regarding  the  proposed  conservation  of  environmental  resources  in  the 
area  and  based  on  the  discretion  retained  by  the  SFPUC  to  review  and  consent  to  the 
activities  under  the  Lease,  the  SFPUC  determined  that  the  transaction  contemplated  by  the 
Lease  is  an  appropriate  and  responsible  approach  to  quarrying  activities;  and 

WHEREAS,  Copies  of  the  SFPUC  Resolution  and  the  related  agenda  item,  the 
proposed  Lease  and  its  exhibits,  the  Staff  Report,  the  BEM  Letter  and  the  Conservation  Plans

WHEREAS,  The  Transbay  Joint  Powers  Authority  (the  "TJPA")  is  a  public  entity  duly 
established  and  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  which  was  created 
pursuant  to  a  joint  exercise  of  powers  agreement  (the  "Joint  Powers  Agreement")  entered  into 
by  and  among  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City"),  the  Alameda-Contra  Costa 
Transit  District,  and  the  Peninsula  Corridor  Joint  Powers  Board;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Joint  Powers  Agreement  charges  the  TJPA  with  development,  design, 
construction,  operation,  management,  and  maintenance  of  the  Transbay  Transit  Center 
Program  (the  "Transbay  Program"),  which  includes:  (1)  the  design  and  construction  of  a

WHEREAS,  On  July  14,  2009,  the  SFPUC,  by  Resolution  No.  09-120,  approved  the 
Project,  adopted  CEQA  Findings,  including  a  Statement  of  Overriding  Considerations,  and  a 
Mitigation  Monitoring  and  Reporting  Program  ("MMRP")  as  required  by  CEQA;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  July  14,  2009,  the  SFPUC,  by  Resolution  No.  09-120,  authorized  the 
SFPUC  General  Manager  to  commence  the  process,  in  compliance  with  Government  Code 
Section  7260  et  seq.,  the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  all  applicable  laws,  for  possible

that  the  proposed  project  is  superior  to  other  alternatives  to  the  Project  or  the  Project  location, 
the  fact  that  CCSF  would  acquire  only  subsurface  easements,  not  the  entire  fee,  and  that  the 
proposed  tunnel  itself  would  be  located  at  a  depth  below  the  surface  of  the  ground  of  the 
Subject  Properties  not  less  than  approximately  60  feet,  and  (c)  the  Subsurface  Easements  are 
necessary  for  the  Project,  because  although  the  shafts  would  be  located  on  property  owned

WHEREAS,  California  Public  Resources  Code  Section  381  requires  electrical 
companies  to  collect  a  surcharge  on  all  retail  sales,  called  "the  Public  Goods  Charge,"  and 
turn  that  money  over  to  the  California  Public  Utilities  Commission  ("the  CPUC");  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  381  authorizes  the  CPUC  to  allocate  that  money  to  fund  programs 
that  enhance  system  reliability  and  provide  in-state  benefits,  including  cost-effective  energy 
efficiency,  renewable  energy  technologies,  and  public  interest  research;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City,  through  the  Department  of  the  Environment,  and  the  Pacific  Gas 
and  Electric  Company  ("PG&E")  have,  since  2003,  entered  into  a  series  of  contracts  and 
contract  modifications  to  conduct  energy  efficiency  programs  in  the  City  using  Public  Goods 
Charge  funds  allocated  for  this  purpose  by  the  CPUC  through  PG&E;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  CPUC,  at  its  regular  meeting  of  September  24,  2009  made  an  initial 
award  of  $12,000,000  of  Public  Goods  Charge  revenues  to  fund  the  partnership  program 
between  PG&E  and  the  City  for  additional  energy  efficiency  programs;  and

Resolution  urging  the  President  of  the  United  States,  at  the  UN  Climate  Change 
conference  scheduled  for  December,  2009  In  Copenhagen,  to  negotiate  and  sign,  the 
Senate  to  ratify  and  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  to  support  legislatively  a  strong 
Treaty  to  address  Climate  Change. 


WHEREAS,  The  world's  leading  climate  scientists  have  documented  a  clear  global 
warming  trend  and  the  unmistakable  impact  of  human  activities  on  that  trend;  and 

WHEREAS,  Global  warming  of  the  magnitude  now  predicted  by  the  scientific 
community  will  cause  extremely  costly  disruption  of  human  and  natural  systems  throughout 
the  world  including  devastating  sea-level  rise;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  International  Panel  on  Climate  Change  has  determined  that  stabilizing

Resolution  calling  on  the  State,  the  UC  Regents,  the  CSU  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the 
Board  of  Governors  of  the  California  Community  Colleges  to  Recommit  to  the 
California  Master  Plan  for  Higher  Education. 

WHEREAS,  The  Master  Plan  for  Higher  Education  was  adopted  by  the  California  State 
legislature  in  1960  to  guide  the  development  of  Public  Education  in  California;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Master  Plan  designed  a  three-tiered  university  and  college  system  to 
offer  education  to  all  Californians,  consisting  of  the  Community  College  system,  the  California 
State  University  (CSU)  system,  and  the  University  of  California  (UC)  system;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Master  Plan  promised  a  quality  education  to  all  Californians  who 
could  benefit  from  one,  regardless  of  income  or  background;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Master  Plan  was  created  to  ensure  California  social  mobility  through 
the  promise  of  virtually  free  higher  education;  and 

WHEREAS,  California's  University  system  has  been  a  remarkable  and  indispensible 
producer  of  economic,  intellectual,  social,  and  cultural  public  goods  for  California,  the  Nation, 
and  the  World;  and  ranks  as  one  of  the  top  public  university  systems  in  the  world;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  State  of  California  has  cut  $3  billion  in  spending  to  the  110  community

Resolution  Approving  and  Authorizing  the  Execution  of  a  Fifth  Amendment  to  Sublease 
with  the  John  Stewart  Company  to  Discontinue  Earthquake  and  Flood  Insurance. 

WHEREAS,  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  is  a  military  base  located  on  Treasure  Island 
and  Verba  Buena  Island  (together,  the  "Base"),  which  is  currently  owned  by  the  United  States 
of  America;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Base  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510,  and  its 
subsequent  amendments,  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  2,  1997,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  No  380-97, 
authorizing  the  Mayor's  Treasure  Island  Project  Office  to  establish  a  nonprofit  public  benefit 
corporation  known  as  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  {the  "Authority")  to  act  as  a 
single  entity  focused  on  the  planning,  redevelopment,  reconstruction,  rehabilitation,  reuse  and 
conversion  of  the  Base  for  the  public  interest,  convenience,  welfare  and  common  benefit  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997,  which  amended 
Section  33492.5  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  and  added  Section  2.1  to  Chapter 
1333  of  the  Statutes  of  1968  (the  "Act"),  the  California  legislature  (i)  designated  the  Authority 
as  a  redevelopment  agency  under  California  redevelopment  law  with  authority  over  the  Base 
upon  approval  of  the  City's  Board  of  Supervisors,  and,  (ii)  with  respect  to  those  portions  of  the 
Base  which  are  subject  to  the  Tidelands  Trust,  vested  in  the  Authority  the  authority  to 
administer  the  public  trust  for  commerce,  navigation  and  fisheries  as  to  such  property;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the  designation  of  the  Authority  as  a 
redevelopment  agency  for  Treasure  Island  in  1997;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  March  17,  1999,  The  John  Stewart  Company  ("JSCO")  and  the 
Authority  entered  into  a  Sublease,  Development,  Marketing  and  Property  Management 
Agreement  (the  "Sublease")  for  the  development,  marketing  and  property  management  of  up 
to  766  housing  units,  as  shown  on  Exhibits  B-1  and  B-2  of  the  Sublease  (the  "Premises")  at 
former  Naval  Station,  Treasure  Island,  in  San  Francisco,  California;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  parties  have  entered  into  the  following  amendments  to  the  Sublease 
with  the  approval  of  the  Authority's  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors:  a  First 
Amendment  dated  August  15,  2000,  to  amend  the  Premises;  a  Second  Amendment  dated 
June  12,  2003,  to  amend  the  Phase  1  and  2  Premises  and  the  Rent  Schedule;  a  Third 
Amendment  dated  March  22,  2006,  to  extend  the  term  of  the  Sublease  on  a  month-to-month 
basis  not  to  exceed  the  effective  date  of  a  disposition  and  development  agreement  between 
the  Authority  and  a  master  developer  for  Treasure  Island  and  Verba  Buena  Island;  and  a 
Fourth  Amendment  dated  August  8,  2006,  to  increase  residential  utilities  rates;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  Section  25.1  (e)  of  the  Sublease,  JSCO  is  required  to  provide 
Earthquake  and  Flood  Insurance  coverage  totaling  $8,000,000  after  a  $1,000,000  deductible

[Seeking  reimbursement  from  the  State  of  Caiifornia  for  funds  expended  by  county] 

Resolution  urging  state  and  local  officials  to  obtain  reimbursement  for  funds  expended 
by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  provide  legal  representation  in  homicide 
case  instituted  by  the  Attorney  General. 

WHEREAS,  in  2007,  the  California  Attorney  General  filed  charges  against  eight  men  -- 
-  Herman  Bell,  Ray  Boudreaux,  Richard  Brown,  Henry  Jones,  Jalil  Muntaqim  (Anthony 
Bottom),  Richard  O'Neal,  Harold  Taylor  and  Francisco  Torres  —  involving  a  homicide  case 
which  occurred  in  1971.  Charges  had  been  previously  dismissed  in  1975  against  several  of 
the  accused  individuals.    Although  the  San  Francisco  District  Attorney's  office,  after 
reviewing  the  evidence  in  the  case,  declined  to  prosecute  the  case,  the  California  Attorney 
General  decided  on  its  own  to  prosecute  the  case  in  the  San  Francisco  courts,  26  years  after 
the  incident  that  gave  rise  to  the  charges;  and, 

WHEREAS,  due  to  the  extraordinary  complex  nature  of  the  case,  the  length  of  delay  in 
the  prosecution  of  the  matter,  and  the  need  for  extensive  investigation  and  trial  preparation, 
the  San  Francisco  Superior  Court  appointed  attorneys  and  approved  funding  to  pay 
necessary  support  staff  and  other  ancillary  expenses  to  represent  seven  of  the  eight 
individuals  charged;  the  Public  Defender  represented  one  individual,  but  was  unable  to 
provide  representation  for  the  seven  other  defendants  due  to  the  state's  conflict  of  interest 
rules;  the  Public  Defender  was  also  assisted  by  an  appointed  attorney  to  assist  the  Deputy 
Public  Defender  assigned  to  the  case. 

WHEREAS,  at  the  time  that  said  funding  was  approved,  it  was  anticipated  by  the 
parties,  as  well  as  the  Deputy  Attorney  General,  that  the  county  would  seek  reimbursement  of 
county  funds  from  the  State  of  California;  and,

WHEREAS,  both  the  Public  Defender's  office  and  the  Superior  Court  agreed  to  keep 
track  of  all  expenses  related  to  the  representation  provided  in  this  case  so  that  all  necessary 
documentation  could  be  provided  in  order  to  seek  state  reimbursement  of  such  costs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  in  2007,  Public  Defender  Jeff  Adachi  met  with  former  State  Senator 
Carole  Migden  to  ensure  that  state  reimbursement  would  be  sought  in  this  case;  Senator

Resolution  approving  the  Second  Amendment  to  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment 
Agency's  Ground  Lease  to  add  certain  additional  real  property  within  the  Mission  Bay 
South  Redevelopment  Plan  Area  to  the  leased  premises  and  to  clarify  certain 
maintenance  obligations. 

WHEREAS,  California  Statutes  of  1968,  Chapter  1333  ("the  Burton  Act")  and  San 
Francisco  Charter  Section  4. 114  empower  the  San  Francisco  Port  Commission  {the  "Port 
Commission")  with  the  power  and  duty  to  use,  conduct,  operate,  maintain,  manage,  regulate 
and  control  the  lands  within  Port  Commission  jurisdiction;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  October  26,  1998,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City"),

WHEREAS,  The  Ground  Lease  is  designed  to  become  effective  over  the  various 
increments  of  open  space,  parks  and  plazas  comprising  the  Ground  Lease  premises  in 
phases,  following  the  date  that  City  receives  notice  that  the  tenant  under  the  Developer 
Master  Lease  elects  to  terminate  the  Developer  Master  Lease  with  respect  to  such  increment 
(an  "Agency  Lease  Notice")  and  on  the  respective  dates  that  the  City,  the  Port  Commission 
and  the  Agency  initial  and  date  written  legal  descriptions  of  the  affected  increments  of  the 
premises  and  attach  such  descriptions  to  the  Ground  Lease  as  part  of  Exhibit  B  (the  "Exhibit  B 
Attachment  Process");  and 

WHEREAS,  An  area  in  Mission  Bay  South  referred  to  in  Exhibit  A  to  the  Ground  Lease 
as  "P21 "  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Port  Commission,  and 

WHEREAS,  In  a  letter  dated  April  23,  2002,  Catellus  provided  an  Agency  Lease  Notice 
in  accordance  with  Section  3.2.1  of  the  Developer  Master  Lease,  electing  to  terminate  the 
Developer  Master  Lease  over  "P21",  as  described  in  such  Agency  Lease  Notice;  and, 

WHEREAS,  as  contemplated  by  the  Mission  Bay  South  Redevelopment  Plan  and 
related  documents,  a  portion  of  such  "P21"  area  has  been  improved  with  a  boat  trailer  parking 
lot  (the  "Parking  Lot")  which  is  used  in  connection  with  a  nearby  boat  launch  which  is  under 
the  Port's  jurisdiction;  and 
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WHEREAS,  For  the  reasons  set  forth  in  the  proposed  Second  Amendment  to  Ground

Resolution  authorizing  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  (DPH)  to  accept 
and  expend  retroactively  a  grant  from  the  California  Department  of  Food  and 
Agriculture  (CDFA)  in  the  amount  of  $37,787  to  prevent  infestation  of  pests  from 
incoming  high-risk  shipments  of  plant  material  from  Hawaii,  Florida  and  other  southern 
states;  for  the  period  of  July  1,  2009  through  June  30,  2010. 

WHEREAS,  DPH  was  awarded  a  grant  from  the  CDFA  in  the  amount  of  $37,787  for  a

WHEREAS,  The  purpose  of  this  grant  is  to  prevent  infestation  of  pests  from  incoming 
high-risk  shipments  of  plan  material  from  Hawaii,  Florida,  and  other  southern  states  by 
performing  high-risk  pest  exclusion  activities  at  nurseries  or  nursery  holding  facilities;  and,
